SPRKCKELS* SPREAD. 


He Lock* HOOTS With the Trust and 


Brings Sugar to the Lowtst Price 


oc Reaord. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—A bitter fight 


Tvas begun yesterday 
by the sugar 


;rust against Glaus Spreckels, who has 
been a thorn in the side of the sugar 
refiners on this coast for many years. 
About ten days ago the president of 
the sugar trust was called away from 
the city by the last -illness ot his fa- 
ther, F. C. Havemeyer. 


While he was away the sugar trust 


maintained its price for granulated 
sugar, hut Claus Spreckels, who had 
been keeping his rates up to those of 
the trust at once announced a reduction 
of 
1-10 cent per pound. 
He cut 


seriously into the sugar trust, but no 
action to meet the- cut was taken as it 
was believed that as soon as Spreckcls' 
supply was placed he would retire from 
the market. He kept on filling orders, 
however, and practically supplied all 
demands. 


Monday Mr. flavemeyer returned, 


and at once ordered the sugar trust 
price reduced % cent per pound or 1-10 
below the cat made by Spreckles. The 
latter.yosUu'tlay made another reduc- 
tion, bringing his price 1-10 below that 
of the trust. The reductions made 
bring the price of granulated sugar 
down to four cents per pound in Phila- 
delphia, on which two per con.t. is 
allowed ofE, making tlae net cash price 
8 93-100 cents, tho lowest on r-cord. 
The price named by the sitgai*. c:'tist is 
4 1-10. 


In August, 1800, aftef the formation 


of the.trust, sugar sold for 8% cents 
per pound. A curious feature o;E the 
fight is that in tho raw sugar market 
both parties arc urgent buyers and the 
sugar trust yesterday bought raw fcugar 
at 8 fi-10 cents. This brings the profit 
of refining down to a very low point.

The Money Supply Slnea the War. 
WASHINGTON, Aug 
5.—Statements 


have been prepared at thoitreasury de- 
partment showing the amounts of 
money in circulation on tho first of 
July of the years 1800, '05, '85, 'S» and 
101, from which it is apparent that the 
assertions so often repeated oil late 
that there has been since the war a 
jreat reduction of the amount of money 
in circulation are entirely without foun- 
dation. 


All the statements 
furnished! are 


made upon precisely the same basis. 
The amount of each kind of money in 
the country is first stated; from that U 
deducted the amount-in the treasury, 
and 
the 
remainder 
is 
given ' as 


the amount in circulation. 
There 


is nothing omitted 
from the state- 


ment

f$li on Id appear there 


except minor coins (nickels and pen- 
nies), $ and they are left out of all the 
reports because of the. difficulty in esti- 
mating the amount, of them in use. As 
the amount at present is certainly 
jreater than in tho earlier years, their 
omission will not bo unfavorably criti- 
cised by those who contend that there 
s now a scarcity of money.

FREICH AID RUS3IA1 LOVE FEASTS, 


With an Admixture of Amnluo «nd 


Greek, Causing John Bull Consider. 


able Uneatlnen — Tin French 


Fleet lo Receive a Welcome. 


LONDON, Aug. 6. — The continued 


French and Russian love feasts, with 
an admixture of American and Greek, 
arti having an effect at least apprecia- 
ble In the tone of the tory press. Tory 
papers used to treat the Franco-Rus- 
sian entente as a subject for ridicule. 
They said it was impossible that the 
czar should have any cordial relations 
with republican France, and that 
France was humbling herself in vain 
for a glance' of recognition from the 
Muscovite. 


Upon the kaiser's visit the Times, 


StaudQ?d and other Salisbury organs 
apoKe of European peace as now as- 
sure:! by such a formidable combina- 
tion •. that France was powerless to 
move. A tone of contempt was dis- 
cernable in allusions to France, not 
only In the papers named but in re- 
marks by members of the government 
in the house of commons. But now all 
is changed. When the news came of 
the fraternization of Russians and 
Frenchmen at Cronstadt, the first feel- 
ing here among supporters of the Sails- 
bury policy was one of astonishment. 
Thou the Times began to belittle the 
demonstration, as really having no 
political meaning. 


Now comes the Cherboug affair, with 


Americans and Greeks joining hand in 
hand with Russians and Frenchmen, 
and while America is not looked upon 
as a possible participant in European 
wars, yet both here and on the continent 
there is a strong regard for the weight 
attaching 
to American sentiment 


Hence, now the tory press use a very 
different tone, plainly showing that 
they begin to appreciate that France is 
not friendly and that the tripple alli- 
ance may not be the most powerful 
political combination in Europe. 


From 
indiffei ence 
and contempt 


there is now an eager purpose to show 
honor to France, and the French licet 
will receive u welcome that may make 
the kaiser jealous. Queen Victoria 
herself will probably do the fleet the 
honor of a jjursonal visit and try to 
prove there is nothing in her reported 
dislike of French republican officials 
from Carnot down, a dislike which led 
the queen some tune ago to ignore a 
.graceful act of courtesy by Mate. Car- 
not.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 4,—Tho little 


village of Clarence, this county, is alive 
with excitement over a case of inhu- 
manity and brutality, resulting In the 
death of the victim. Coroner Kennedy, 
of this city, is making a thorough in; 
veetigatlon. 


Three and a half miles from the vil- 


lage lives Joseph Eckhart, a well-to-do 
farmer, worth a least 925,000. This is 
haying time, and last Tuesday Eckhart 
and his wife were at work in the fields. 
They wore on top of a stack when she 
lost her footing and fell, breaking her 
leg. Some say her husband pushed her 
off. 
Eckhitrt let her lay there until 


twilight fell, when he dragged the suf- 
fering woman by tho feet to the wood- 
shed, where she lay all night. In the 
morning he took he:' into tho house, 
where she remained until Friday with- 
out medical aid, when she died from 
tho shock and exhaustion. Neighbors 
say that Eckhart has been habitually 
cruel to his wife and lias abuaed her :in 
a horrible manner. 


Eokhart Hays he did not strike or 


maltreat his wife after she fell, as Is 
alleged, but does not deny tho charges 
of neglect. The indignation of the 
villagers has been aroused to such a 
pitch that threats of lynching have 
been freely made.

Brick and Tile Making Machines 


Built In Our City. 


Yesterday afternoon the KBPCBLIOAN 


reporter spent an hour very profitably at 
the works of the Deoatar Leader Manu- 
facturing Company, recently established 
west of Oakland Park, on the ground 
occupied for many years by the Deoatar 
Tile Factory, which factory ia now located 
west ot the old fair grounds. 


Many will inquire what "The Leader" 


signifies. 
It means millions for the 


company, and many thousands ot dollars 
for Deoatar in a business sense. The 
company, which comprises Davis Brown, 
president; Elmore R Frazior, secretary; 
John A. Dawson, treasurer, and 3. G. 
Shea, Samuel; Diller, Davis Brown, John 
A. Dawson and L. B. Oasner as directors, 
is engaged in the manufacture and sale 
of the celebrated Leader clay working 
machinery, the invention of Mr. Brown, 
designed and used for making brick and 
tile by a perfect and rapid automatic 
process. There are three styles ot ma- 
chines made at the factory, with various 
attachments, making common building 
bricks, paving briokfl, front bricks, fire 
bricks, bricks (or repressing, arch brinks, 
circle bricks, wedge bricks, hollow bricks, 
fire-proofing, terra cotta lumber, drain 
tile, etc. The capacity of the machines 
are from 20,000 to 40,000 brick or tile 
daily, or 2,000 to 4,000 an hour. Besides 
theae machines, which are made at the 
factory, set up and tested, the company 
is about ready to torn out other ma- 
chinery which will find a ready sale 
throughout the country. 
Orders for 


"The Leader" are far ahead ot the sup- 
ply, and everything is on the jump at the 
factory. The castings are now made at 
the Loeb foundry, but in the fall the old 
tile works building will be converted 
into a foundry by tbe company, and then 
all of the parts will be made at the 
plant. The tile works have two Leader 
machines hi use, and to-day another was 
put up at Maroa^for W. H. Btvntenbor- 
ongh. Shipments are made to distant 
points. The prices are 8450 and up- 
wards. 


The company has erected a fine two- 


story brick building, 56x96 leet, on 
the first floor, 36x56 feet on the second 
floor, The foundry will be 70x160 feet in 
size. The main office is nicely fitted up, 
and President Brown has a private office 
with mantel and grate, and several desks, 
including a tuble where he can work out 
new ideas which may come to him in his 
quiet hoars. Mr. Brown began life in a 
machine shop at the early age of nine 
years, and being apt and active he was 
rapidly promoted from draughtsman to 
manager until now, yet a young man, he 
is at the head of one of the most impor- 
tant industries in Deoatar, receiving a 
handsome royalty on his numerous in- 
ventions. 


In the main office is tbe desk ot the 


energetic secretary, Mr. Frazier, and in 
the aarce room is the bookkeeper, li. I. 
Yotau, and also the desk ot the draughts- 
man, J. E. Prey, who has just returned 
from a brief tnp to Niagara Falls. 


The machinery department is on the 


first iloor, in two large rooms, where there 
are planers and lathes operated by steam 
power,in|chargeotcompetent machinists; 
at the left is the shipping department in 
charge of three men. On the second 
floor over the office is the pattein depart- 
ment of which Captain A. P. Steele ia 
foreman. There the ideae ot the inven- 
are developed and brought out in wooden 
models, and Captain Steele win is a vet- 
eran in pattern work, ia the clever artist 
with saw and knife and plane. The re- 
porter had an oppoitunity to look at 
samples of his skillful work. 
HOver the machinery department is the 
wood working shop where three men are 
constantly 
employed 
preparing 
the 


frames for "The Leader" and other ma- 
chines. 


While business at "The Leader" fac- 


tory is yet in its infancy, the industry has 
gained so rapidly that the company will 
at once increase the facilities and turn 
oat more machines to supply the increas- 
ing demand. The factory will build up 
the west end of Decatnr in a marked 
manner. Already the employes of the 
factory are seeking homes conveniently 
located and many will build fine resi- 
dences in that section of the city. Other 
factories will naturally seek locations in 
that quarter, and those who own land out 
that way will hold on and find purchasers 
at good figures.
